Twenty-seven  new  churches  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  Korean  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  at  its  ninth  annuil  session 
since  World  War  II  brought  the 
total  nomber  of  churches  to  185 
The  meeting  was  held  in  Taejon, 
May  5-7,  in  a  lovely  new  building 
erected  with  Lottie  Moon  offering 
funds. 

The  Convention's  newly  elected 
officers  are  mighty  warriors  for 
their  faith,  all  three  having  gone 
to  jail  at  one  time  rather  than  bow 
to  the  Japanese  emperor.  More  re¬ 
cently  they  have  suffered  at  the 
hands  of  the  Communists  for  this 


staunch  faith  in  God. 

•  Mission  John  A.  Abernathy  re¬ 
ported  the  words  of  a  missionary 
friend  of  another  denomination: 
‘‘Just  think,  only  a  few  years  ago 
we  scarcely  knew  there  were  Bap¬ 
tists  in  Korea  Now  look  at  this 
huge  crowd.  It  is  nothing  short  of 
a  miracle  ” 

Reports  indicated  progress  in 
every  phase  of  mission  and  church 
work.  The  churches  counted  more 
than  2,000  baptisms,  with  15,000 
professions  of  faith  by  people  who 
are  awaiting  baptism.  There  are 
110  preachers  and  Bible  women.

Baptist  Gets  Ministerial 
Scholarship  From  Jewish  Fund 


MEMPHIS,  Tenn.  (RNS)— Carrol 
B  Freeman,  youth  work  director 
of  First  Baptist  church  here,  has 
received  a  scholarship  from  a 
Jewish  trust  fund  which  will  en¬ 
able  him  to  study  for  the  ministry. 

He  will  use  the  award  *o  obtain 
ministerial  training  at  Southern 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary, 
Louisville.  Ky. 

Announcement  of  the  award  was 
made  by  Abe  Waldauer.  chairman 
of  the  trustees  of  the  fund  estab¬ 
lished  about  six  years  ago  by  the 
late  Jacob  M  Myer  to  “advance 
education  in  the  South  and  the  na¬ 
tion"  on  a  non-sectarian  basis.  The 


fund  provides  loans  and  salary 
supplementation  grants  in  addition 
to  scholarships. 

“Religious  tolerance  is  one  of 
the  glorious  traditions  of  the  United 
States."  Mr.  Waldauer  said.  “We 
trust  this  grant  to  enable  Mr.  Free¬ 
man  to  realize  his  laudable  ambi¬ 
tion  may  be  a  small  but  sincere 
gesture  of  interfaith  goodwill.” 

President  Duke  McCall  of  the 
Louisville  seminary,  who  came 
here  for  the  award  presentation, 
described  it  as  “an  act  of  genuine 
goodwill  that  evidences  the  basic 
Judeo-Christian  belief  in  one  God".

•or  June  totaled  gUa.OOS  a  1. 
ting  a  new  high  record  for 
summer  month  in  history,  it  has 
been  announced  by  Dr  Chester 
L.  Quarles,  executive  secretary- 
treasurer. 

June  receipts  of  8114.666  91  show¬ 
ed  a  substantial  increase  over 
the  $102.987  88  given  in  June  of 
last  year  and  was  in  excess  of  the 
previous  high  summer  record  of 
$109  505.54  given  in  July  of  last 
year. 

Receipts  for  the  first  eight 
months  of  this  convention  year  to¬ 
taled  $860,254  83.  a  gain  of  {100,- 
770.13  or  13.27  per  cent  over  the 
same  period  last  year.

No  record  whatever  is  kept  of  Cath¬ 
olics  who  quit  going  to  mass,  who 
marry  outside  the  church  or  who 

give  up  Cathoiiciem  to  join  other 
denominations  or  no  denomination. 

Here  is  how  Catholic  statistics 
•  re  compiled.  While  a  Catholic 
pri**st  I  wap.  a  pastor  of  a  parish 
and  took  part  in  this  farce. 

Every  pastor  must  make  a  sta¬ 
tistical  report  to  his  bishop  each 
year  His  records  show  the  num¬ 
ber  of  infant  and  adult  baptisms,! 
funerals,  marriages  and  confirma¬ 
tions  But  no  pastor  that  I  have ' 
ever  heard  of  knows  the  exact  num¬ 
ber  of  Catholics  within  the  geo¬ 
graphical  area  of  his  parish.  Sc 
he  makes  a  guess.  He  checks  with 
last  year’s  report  to  make  sure 
that  his  figure  this  year  is  higher. 
For  if  he  should  show  a  loss  or 
remain  numerically  static  he  would 
incur  the  wrath  of  his  bishop. 

So  the  inflated  figures  of  30.268 
scared  pastors,  more  concerned 
with  the  favor  pf  their  bishops  than 
with  the  truth,  are  added  up  and 
each  year  the  Catholic  Press  ex¬ 
ultantly  announces  a  gain  of  an¬ 
other  million  to  the  Farth. 

Any  resemblance  between  those  ' 
figures  and  the  actual  number  of  ' 
Roman  Catholics  in  America  is  i 
purely  coincidental.  It  has  been  I 
carefully  reasoned  that  Catholic  i 
Claims  'are  inflated  by  10  million.  1

Why 
should  they  bother  to  go  to  college 
anyhow?  Just  to  please  Mother 
and  Daddy  ami  fulfill  their  dreams 
for  their  children?  Just  to  have 
a  gay  good  time?  Just  because 
their  l>est  friends  are  going? 

Why  make  the  effort  to  go  to 
College?  It  costs  a  lot  of  mm*ey. 
Some  are  fortunate  enough  not  to 
have  to  worry  about  the  money 
needed.  Others  will  have  to  work 
to  earn  their  way  through  college. 
Is  it  really  worthwhile  to  spend 
all  that  time  and  money  just  for 
a  little  ‘’hook-learning"? 

)  Yes.  it  is  worthwhile.  Not  oidy 
will  a  college  student  learn  facts 
from  books,  but  the  whole  of  his 
life  will  be  enriched  during  his 
College  years. 

“Church  and  College.”  William 
Jewell  College,  Liberty.  Missouri, 
has  printed  six  excellent  reasons 
for  attending  college; 

“I.  By  far  and  lame  the  men 
and  women  who  attain  the  greatest 
degree  of  success  are  those  who 
Secured  a  college  education. 

2.  The  surest  way  to  a  place  of 
leadership  is  by  college  training 
...  A  college  education  trains  one 
to  think,  to  discover  the  main  is¬ 
sues.  to  reach  correct  conclusions. 

“3.  It  will  increase  one’s  earn¬ 
ing  capacity  as  a  rule. 

“4.  An  education  in  a  Christian 
College  usually  results  in  the 
development  of  Christian  charac¬ 
ter.  The  secret  of  noble  character 
tv  is  the  cultivation  of  noble  thought. 

“5.  One  with  a  college  educa-* 
lion  has  resources  for  real  happi¬ 
ness  in  his  own  life.  He  has  learn¬ 
ed  to  appreciate  the  best  things. 

“6.  Education  furnishes  the 
young  man  or  woman  with  the 
finest  preparation  for  service." 

Pioneers  in  Christian  education 
realized  that  there  is  no  real  educa¬ 
tion  without  the  Christian  element 
being  included. 

A  Christian,  no  matt.  rwChat  col¬ 
lege  he  may  choose,  should  take 
a  firm  stand  for  Christ  in  all  areas 
of  college  life,  lie  should  never 
deny  Christ  by  being  ashamed  to 
Confess  Him  as  Ixird  and  Master 
in  every  situation  that  may  arise. 
(The  Christian  student  on  any  cam¬ 
pus  can  be  an  influence  for  truth 
and  right  that  will  affect  the  col¬ 
lege  campus  and  the  fellow  stud¬ 
ents  who  will  be  the  future  leaders 
Of  our  nation. 

It  is  good  for  a  Baptist  to  choose 
g  Baptist  college  so  that  he  may 
learn  more  ahout  his  oWVi  denom¬ 
ination,  so  that  he  will  be  likely 
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lo  find  Christian  friends,  where 
the  Bible  may  be  interpreted  by 
the  teachers  (whereas  it  cannot  lie 
in  a  state  school),  and  where  he 
may  be  likely  to  meet  a  Baptist 
life-com|>anion. 

“Study  to  shew  thyself  approved 
unto  God,  a  workman  that  needeth 
not  to  be  ashamed,  rightly  dividing 
the  Word  of  Truth"  (II  Timothy 
2:15). 

As  Others  Saw  It 

(Editor's  Not*.  I«  order  that  o«r 
readers  may  get  ■  cross  section  of 
Southern  Baptist  thought  concerning  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  which  re¬ 
cently  met  in  St.  Louis  we  give  below, 
and  will  continue  for  a  few  weeks,  some 
of  the  main  thoughts  of  other  Southern 
Baptist  Editors.  The  editorial  below 
which  is  slightly  condensed  is  by  Dr. 
Richard  Owen,  editor  of  the  Tennessee 
Baptist  and  Reflector.) 

Baptists  are  not  likely  to  sit  still  and 
keep  quiet.  This  has  always  been  true. 
It  was  true  also  in  St.  I»uis  when 
issues  came  before  them  on  which  they 
were  not  fully  agreed  and  were  ready 
to  say  so.  One  might  have  known  in 
advance  that  the  questions  of  Social 
Security  for  ministers  and-  of  Segrega¬ 
tion  would  be  controversial.  Yet  nei¬ 
ther  of  these  matters  evoked  as  much 
debate  as  might  have  been  expected. 

As  to  Social  Security  for  ministers 
there  was  no  audible  dissent  to  the  vote 
of  the  convention  that  the  Senate  Fin¬ 
ance  Committee  be  requested  for  a  bill 
“covering  ministers”  which  would  "be 
least  objectionable"  to  our  people, 

N . In  the  flurry  of  questions 

from  the  floor  Chairman  H.  H.  Hobbs 
of  the  Executive  Committee's  Special 
Committee  for  study  this  matter  said. 
“Our  intent  all  along  has  been  to  get 
a  (Social  Security/  bill  that  will  not 
involve  the  church  at  all.  The  minister 
as  a  citizen  only  should  deal  with  the 

government."  . . 

With  Christian  Principles 

The  touchy  subject  of  Segregation  was 
dealt  with  by  the  Convention  in  approv¬ 
ing  the  Christian  Ijfe  Commissions 
statement  that  the  Supreme  Court's  rul¬ 


ing  is,  “in  harmony  with  the  constitu¬ 
tional  guarantee  of  equal  freedom  to  all 
citizens,  and  with  the  Christian  prin¬ 
ciples  of  equal  justice  and  love  for  all 
men.”  There-  were  some  who  thought 

otherwise . . 

Help  Net  Hinder 

The  hope  was  expressed  that  the  place 
of  the  public  school  would  "not  be  im¬ 
paired"  in  effecting  necessary  adjust¬ 
ments  to  the  Court’s  ban  on  segregation. 
The  recommendation  also  urged  that 
“our  people  conduct  themselves  in  this 
period  of  adjustment  in  tha  spirit  ad 
Christ;  that  we  pray  that  God  may 
guide  us  in  our  thinking  and  our  atti¬ 
tudes  to  the  end  that  we  may  help  and 
not  hinder  the  progress  of  justice  and 
brotherly  love. 

We  personally  feel  that  the  Convention 
could  not  do  less  than  this  .... 

C  onvtitutiona  I? 

Convention  leadership,  however,  went 
in  one  direction  and  a  majority  of  mes¬ 
sengers  in  another  on  aid  to  churches 
in  Canada.  When  a  petition  on  their 
behalf  was  brought  by  R  E.  Milam, 
executive  secretarv  for  Oregon-Wash- 
ington  Baptists  that  the  Home  Board 
and  Sunday  School  Board  give  aid  to 
Uhese  Baptists  in  Canada  at  the  discre¬ 
tion  of  those  working  with  them,  the 
question  of  the  constitutionality  of  such 
a  move  was  raisec  by  Dougias  Hudgins 
of  Miss.  He  challenged  such  aid-  to 
churches  in  Western  Canada  as  being 
outside  the  area  defined  for  work  of 
the  Home  Mission  Board  or  Sunday 
School  Board  as  these  were  limited  to 
the  U.  S.  and  “its  territories."  President 
Storer  ruled  Hudgins'  point  well  taken. 
Milam  strongly  objected  to  the  ruling 
of  the  chair.  When  President  Storer 
put  the  matter  to  the  body  the  majority 
stood  with  the  petitioners  for  the  Can¬ 
adian  churches.  . —  • 

Borrowing  Moans  Dqbt 

When  Secretary  Courts  Redford  read 
the  Home  Mission  Board's  resolution 
asking  authorization  from  the  Conven¬ 
tion  to  borrow  $3,000,000  for  the  purpose 
of  making  loans  to  churches  m  con¬ 
structing  buildings.  J.  H.  Buchanan  of 
Ala.  expressed  surprise  that  the  re¬ 
quest  was  being  made  and  asked  if 
there  had  been  any  publicity  on  H  in 
the  denominational  press.  He  did  not 
deny  there  was  great  need  especially  in 
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the  West  for  church  building  loans.  But 
terming  the  proposal  to  borrow  $3,000.- 
000  “very  startling."  Dr.  Buchanan 
raised  the  question,  “Do  we  have  the 
moral  right  without  further  considera¬ 
tion  to  make  sue!  a  debt— for  that  is 
what  it  is?”  The  Birmingham  pastor 
moved  that  the  matter  he  referred  to 
the  Executive  Committee  for  further 
study.  This  carried. 

Back  to  the  Afternoon  Sessions 

Allotted  time  ran  out  debating  these 
matters  before  pros  and  eons  could  be 
fully  heard .  .  This  led  vet¬ 

eran  L.  E.  Barton  of  Alabama,  from 
the  first  an  objector  to  the  “stream¬ 
lined  program."  to  succeed  in  bringing 
the  Convention  back  to  at  least  two 
afternoon  sessions  when  it  meets  year 
after  year. 

We  doubt  that  a  return  to  such  a 
crowded  schedule  will  solve  the  prob¬ 
lem  We  are  convinced  that  it  cannot, 
if  the  Program  is  top-heavy  with  sched¬ 
uled  addresses  and  lengthy  messages. 
And  even  three  sessions  daily,  without 
any  set  schedule,  might  not  exhaust 
the  discussion  potentialities  of  some  of 
the  brethren.

Our  readers  no  doubt 
read  a  few  days  ago  that  Frank 
Costello,  who  reputedly  has  grown 
rich  as  a  racketeer,  had  been  sen¬ 
tenced  to  five  years  in  prison  and 
a  $30,000  fine. 

During  most  of  his  life  lie 
seems  to  have  had  money  enough 
to  live  in  luxury,  hut  as  the  Bible 
says.  “Be  sure  your  sins  will  find 
you  out."  In  his  old  age.  instead 
of  enjoying  the  sunset  season  of 
life,  he  will  lie  simply  a  number  in 
a  federal  prison  and  forever  after, 
if  he  lives  to  get  out,  will  be 
known  as  an  ex-convict. 

For  years  he  rode  high,  wide, 
and  handsome  and  even  dared  to 
defy  the  Senate  Investigating  Com¬ 
mittee.  And  now  after  only  a  few 
months  of  freedom  from  a  jail 
sentence  he  goes  back  to  serve 
five  more  years.  We  had  rather 
.  have  less  and  enjoy  it  than  to  live 
in  constant  fear  of  the  law.

Denominational 

Workers 

Below  is  reprinted  «n  editorial 
by  a  former  Mississippi  pastor.  Or. 
Sam  H.  Jones,  who  is  now  editor 
of  the  Baptist  Courier.  South  Caro¬ 
lina  Baptist  stale  paper.  It  deserves 
wide  reading. 

“In  our  Baptist  life,  we  have  de¬ 
veloped  a  denominational  set-up 
which  requires  a  vast  number  of 
workers  who  devote  their  full  time, 
or  much  of  it,  to  services  which 
take  them  away  from  home.  In 
addition  to  these,  another  large 
number  of  people  serve  in  offices 
and  institutions  that  hold  them 
fast,  day  by  day.  Of  this  former 
group,  those  who  travel  and  work 
among  the  churches  and  in  as¬ 
sociation  and  convention  services, 
we  wish  to  say  a  few  words. 

“To  mention  a  few  typical  ones, 
there  are  the  heads  and  promotion¬ 
al  workers  of  m  i  s  s  i  o  n  boards, 
agencies,  and  institutions  of  the 
Baptist  conventions.  Also,  there 
are  leaders,  teachers,  and  field  re¬ 
presentatives  engaged  in  tin-  work 
of  Sunday  School.  Training  Union, 
Brotherhood.  W.  M.  I'.,  etc.  Then 
there  are  'many  others  who  give 
more  or  less  time  to  denomina¬ 
tional  service  which  requires  tra¬ 
vel.  Day  and  night,  seven  days  in 
the  week,  many  of  these  faithful 
workers  are  on  the  go;  ami  there 
is  scarcely  a  church  anywhere  that 
has  not  been  served,  personally, 
by  one  or  more  of  them.  The  bene¬ 
fits  the  churches  derive  from  these 
denominational  servants  is  incal¬ 
culable,  and  the  work  of  the  de¬ 
nomination  around  the  world  is 
helped  by  them.  Yet,  like  many 
other  good  people,  these  denomi¬ 
national  workers  are  often  taken 
for  granted  and  are  not  adequate¬ 
ly  appreciated. 

“The  role  of  the  denominational 
worker  is  not  easy.  Its  demands 
are  very  exacting,  am)  the  worker 
is  constantly  subjected  to  critical 
observation.  His  (or  hers)  is  a 
lonely  life  also.  Much  time  must  be  * 
spent  away  from  home  and  aiming 
comparative  strangers.  It  is  diffi¬ 
cult  for  such  a  worker  to  main¬ 
tain  a  normal  family  life,  and  he 
is  never  free  to  make  his  own 
plans  because  he  must  go  where,  he 
is  needed  and  invited.  And.  since 
he  is  usually  supposed  to  be  a* 
promoter,  he  must  at  all  times 
keep  up  a  spirit  of  enthusiasm,  no 
matter  how  discouraging  his  im¬ 
mediate  assignment  may  be. 

“The  task  of  the  denomination¬ 
al  worker  is  a  tiresome  "grind” 
also  because  he  must  re|>eat,  over 
ami  over,  what  he  has  to  say  and 
explain,  again  and  again,  some 
very  simple  matters.  To  some  who 
hear  these  denominational  work¬ 
ers  often,  their  “line”  may  become 
rather  boresome;  but  how  much 
more  so  it  must  seem  to  the  work¬ 


ers  themselves!  This  observation 
might  apply  to  almost  any  teacher 
because  teaching  requires  much 
tedious  re|ietition.  In  a  word,  be¬ 
ing  a  denominational  worker  is  no 
“soft  snap”;  we,  therefore,  bespeak 
for  all  such  some  much-needed 
consideration  which  would  be  ap¬ 
preciated. 

“Only  one  suggestion  comes  to 
mind.  It  is  that  these  denomina¬ 
tional  workers  are  just  plain  Bap¬ 
tists  like  the  rest  of  us.  Many  of 
them  are  preachers  who  have  been 
pastors  of  churches  and  who  un¬ 
derstand  pastoral  problems.  All  are 
sincere  Christians  who  want  to 
serve  the  Lord,  by  serving  people 
in  the  churches,  to  the  best  of  their 
ability.  Moreover,  all  of  them  are 
people,  very  fine  people,  who  like 
to  understand  and  be  understood 
ami  to  appreciate  and  be  appreciat¬ 
ed.  The  denominational  worker  is 
your  friend  and  fellow-worker 
and  your  brother  in  Christ.  Ami 
don’t  hesitate  to  call  on  him  if  he 
can  be  of  servke.”

CANADA  PROTESTS 

THE  CANADIAN  BAPTIST 

Incorporating  the  Western  Baptist

To  the  Baptist  Press: 

It  is  surprising  to  us  to  read  in  re¬ 
cent  issues  of  voui  paper,  intimations 
which  suggest  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  may  extend  its  work  into 
Canada, 

Before  such  a  decision  is  reached,  1 
do  hope  that  responsible  officers  of 
your  Convention  will  confer  with  mem¬ 
bers  of  our  Baptis*  Federation  of  Can¬ 
ada.  and  our  Baptist  Union  of  Western 
Canada  in  particular.  These  organiza- 
cnrdial  relations  with  Southern  Baptists 
through  the  Baptist  World  Alliance,  of 
which  they  are  members.  It  is  our 
understanding  that  the  few  Baptist 
churches  in  British  Columbia  which  are 
petitioning  for  affiliation  with  Southern 
Raptists  are  “anti-churches,''  opposed 
to.  and  in  some  instances  operating  in 
the  immediate  vicinity  of,  and  in  op¬ 
position  to.  regularly  organized  Baptist 
Union  of  Western  Canada,  and  of  the 
Baptist  Federation  of  Canada  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  would  not  appreciate  the 
Baptists  of  Canada  coming  into  Texas 
to  support  churches  there  that  are  out 
of  fellowship  with,  and  operating  in 
opposition  to.  the  Texas  Convention  and 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  (like 


those  churches  associated  with  the  late 
Dr.  Frank  Norris,  for  example.)  The 
situation  in  Canada  is  comparable  to 
that. 

The  Year  Book  of  the  Baptist  Union 
of  Western  Canada  for  1952-5^,  reports 
20S  churches  and  23.76Z  members.  In 
the  three  conventions  of  the  Baptist 
Federation  of  Canada,  and  apart  from 
the  few  dissident  Baptists,  Canadian 
Baptists  have  1,248  churches  and  141.074 
members.  The  dissident  Baptists  of 
Canada,  originally  led  by  Dr  T.  T. 
Shields,  a  colleague  of  the  late  Dr. 
Frank  Norris,  of  Texas,  number  less 
than  200  churches  and  missions,  in  all 
of  Canada.  It  should  be  clearly  under¬ 
stood  that  it  it  a  minority  of  this  dissi¬ 
dent  group  in  British  Columbia  that  is 
making  application  for  affiliation  with 
the  Southern  Baptists  and  not  any  regu¬ 
lar  Baptists  of  Canada. 

For  the  sake  of  continued  good  rela¬ 
tions  with  the  great  body  of  your  Bap¬ 
tist  brethren  in  Canada.  J  urge  that 
before  any  action  is  taken  on  the  matter 
of  assistance  to  the  Baptists  of  Canada, 
your  official  leaders  consult  with  lead¬ 
ers  of  the  Baptist:  in  Canada  with 
whom  you  have  long  fraternal  and 
iiappy  association  in  the  common  work 
of  our  laird  and  Master. 

The  president  of  the  Baptist  Federa¬ 
tion  of  Canada  is  Dr.  Watson  Kirk- 
ronnell.  Acadia  University,  Wolfville, 
Nova  Scotia,  and  the  general  secretary 
of  the  Baptist  Union  of  Western  Canada 
is  Rev  W  J.  McDonald.

able  rhapel  and  trailer  home,  is  out  do¬ 
ing  evangelistic  work  in  the  new  areas 
and  two  other  evangelistic  groups  of 
students  from  McMaster  Divinity 
School  and  the  Baptist  Leadership  Train¬ 
ing  School  in  Calgary.  Alberta,  arc  in 
British  Columbia  and  on  the  Prairies, 
doing  effective  evangelistic  work  Be¬ 
sides  this,  there  are:  (1)  a  general 
secretary  of  the  Baptist  Union  of  West¬ 
ern  Canada,  (2)  a  Home  Mission  director 
(a  Tti  M  graduate  of  Southwestern  Bap¬ 
tist  Seminary.

that  the  Baptists  of  Canada  and  the 
Southern  United  States  may  do  their 
full  share  together  towards  peace  and 
good  will  and  the  furthering  of  our 
Master’s  work.
